W many of your friends won't eat sandwiches? Did vou 
ever ask them why? Ask them some day and see if it isn't 
because they carried lunches to school for so many years. |} 


Many adults have developed a complete aversion to sandwiches 
for just this reason. Actually their reason for not liking 
sandwiches is probably not due to the frequency of sandwiches 


for lunch but the frequency of 


poor sandwiches. It's pretty amaz- 


ing, the gruesome things that can 


he done to two perfectly good slic- | 


es of bread and a piece of meat 
And even the best-made and pack- 
ed sandwich can become tiresome 
if used too often. 

This week as your youngsters 


start the year with their lunch’ 


boxes make a solemn promise to 
give them good sandwiches, well 
prepared and packed and give 
them variety so that they, in the 
years to come, won't refuse to eat 
sandwiches. 

Use fresh bread and use differ- 
ent breads. Don't always make the 
sandwiches of just “white” bread 
Whole or cracked wheat, rye or 
oatmeal breads are right for meats, 
fish or eggs but use raisin, fruit 
or cinnamon for sweet fillings. Try 
a hard or soft roll now and then 
for a change. Butter both slices 
generously to keep fillings from 
soaking into the bread. 

Be generous with the filling, be 
it a slice of meat or fowl or a salad 
type filling. Be generous but 
don't be sloppy. An oozing filling
